E^lciilias money saviiig 
Idea for AbboiH Labs 



Philip Dziki recently made history at Ab- 
bott Laboratories when he received an 
award for $21,197, the largest ever granted 
under the company's employe suggestion 
program. 

Abbott's program, which was established 
in 1936, encourages employes to submit ideas 
to improve efficiency, productivity, safety, 
and cost savings. As many as 500 employes 
have received awards annually in recent 
year s. ^__ 

Dziki, a resident of Antioch, i£ra~senlor- 
prep technician in the Abbott diagnostics 
division's cancer business unit. He received 
the award for his idea to conserve materials 
used in the manufacture of car- 
cinoembryonic antigen (CEA) test kits for 
monitoring cancer therapy. 

An important part of the CEA kits are an- 
tibody-coated beads. These are made by 
soaking plastic beads in a special solution 
containing the antibody. Dziki suggested 
using less solution to coat the beads, thus 
reducing the quantity of antibody needed for 
the process. 

Dziki's idea will save Abbott more than 
$146,000 during the first year. 

According to Ronald Bowmanf manager of 
ADD's cancer operations, "The significance 
of this suggestion is. even greater than the 
cost savings indicate. Phil's idea came at a 



time when we had a tight supply, of the an- 
tibody used in manufacturing the CEA kits, 
and we were looking for a way to stretch our 
inventory." 

Without his suggestion,~we-might have 
been in a back-order situation which would 
have had a serious effect on the sales of our 
product. His suggestion virtually enabled'us 
to stay on the market and continue to build 
customer confidence in our ability to supply 
a new line of products," he added. 



A four-year employe of Abbott, Dziki star- 
ted submitting suggestions in 1981. In the 
past two years, he's submitted a total of 30 
and has had several of them adopted. 

^*Phil is an employe we can depend upon 
for ideas to solve problems," notecl Bowman. 
"He is constantly thinking of new ways to iip- 
prove situations. It's not surprising that 
someone like Phil gets a major award. He 
pays attention, looks for ways of making im- 
provements, and submits his ideas in writing 
throu^ the suggestion program. " 

Asked about his plans for the award, Dziki 
said he wants to invest the money, after sen- 
ding his wife on a shopping trip for herself 
and buying shares of stock for his son. 

"In about five years, we'd like to build a 
new house. This will help us get it started,", 
he said.

But it was not so at the Antioch Chamber of 
Commierce and Industry's first dinner and 
program of the year, held at the Country 
House on Thursday, March 3. 

The large northeast room of the restaurant 
was crowded as the jovial guests first en- 
-joyed cocktails and_ajieefdinner before An- 
tioch Police Chief Charles Miller introduced^ 
the evening's speaker, Lt. Ron Hauri of the 
Waukegan Police Dept.. 

The^purpose of the program was to in- 
troduce the "Crime Stopper" concept to the 
Antioch business, industrial and residential 

community. — 

, Hauri, who is in charge of that prograitrin~ 
Waukegan, Zion and North Chicago, spoke 
enthusiasticly of the success of the 20-month 
old crime solving program in bis area: 

Hauri explained that the program involved 
law enforcement agencies, the.publtcand the 
media, offering anbnyniity and cash rewards 
to people that are able and willing to give in- 
formation that leads to the arrest and filing, 
of criminal charges against fulony crime of- 
fenders and also to the apprehension of that 
kind of fugitive. 

He explaiiied that in Waukegan he was the 
only full-time employe of the program, paid 
by the city. The program is actually ad- 
ministrated by a board made-up of represen- 
tatives of the community through whom all 
reward approval must pass, 

This board is also responsible for raising 
funds to keep the program going through 
commercial and private donations an^ fund- 
raising functions. 

The idea is to get to people who may have 
information on a felony at the point where 
the police are stymied. 'The reward money 
and being able to remain annonymous have 
proven to be great incentives to get both the 
duty conscious citizen and the criminal 
element to contact the police with any in- 
formation they may have. 

T he "Crime Stoppers " program in 

Waukegan has been respdrTsible~for-the~ 
solving of 462 felonies in the less than two 
year period it has been active.
